part of tile armor-piercing shells for the 
United States navy-on which the Hat- 
•field Steel company of England recently 
underbid all .American competitors by 
nearly 8200,000 on less than a million 
dollar contract for two thousand 14-inch 
sheila, and by about $300,000 on a con- 
tract of about $1,000,000 for 2,500 12-inch 
shells, will be awarded to the English 
concern, it was announced by Acting Sec- 
retary Wlnthrop. Just how many shells 
will be made by the English- company 
has not been decided, but it is laid only 
: enough will be contracted for to serve as 
a test. 


The Hatfleld company offered to make 


the;i2-inch. shells, at $187 apiece, and the 
ii-rinch at S395 apiece, whereas' 'their 
nearest American competitor, the Wash- 
ineton Stool and Ordnance company of 
Uui city, offered the former at $277 each 
and the latter al sMUO. ' Other higher 
bidders were the Crucible Steel com- 
pany, Pittsburg; the Bethlehem Steel 
company, Bethlehem, Pa.,, and the Mid- 
fale Steel .company, Philadelphia.

Work of the Accounting Board. 


The report of W. A. Dchority, at the head of the Indi- 


ana state board of accounts, covering the work of that or- 
ganization since it was established slightly less than two 
years ago, is an interesting summary that will perhaps bo | 
something of a revelation to rritics and to supporters of j 
the accounting law alike. As was to have been expected 
from the outset, the balance is as yet on the wrong side 
of the ledger, but Mr. Dchority calls attention to the fact 
that the expense incident to the establishing of the bureau 
is one which will not rer-ur, and that as a matter of fact 
tile ultimate showing of the department will be an im- 
mense profit to the state. 


Up to this time there has bee.iv expended something 


like $442,000, while there has been recovered to the state, 
counties and townships about $232,000 from former of- 
ficials upon balances which were discovered or prose- 
cuted by the state accounting board, while the board has 
charges now pending against officials of nearly a million 
and a half of dollars. The board, through its field ex- 
aminers, who are constantly at work over the state, has 
been able in addition to the collection of many of the old 
claims to arrange a uniform system in county and town- 
ship matters that will do much toward simplifying mat- 
ters and obviating future tangles arising from various in- 
terpretations of the lijw regarding fees, which appears to 
have been the chief difficulty nuclei1 the old system. In 
a vast majority of instances there has been discovered no 
disposition upon the part of officials past or prese-nt to be 
dishonest. The question has been almost invariably de- 
pendent upon either error in book-keeping or construction 
of the law, and we take it that the chief value of the ac- 
counting board is not after all the sum of money it is able 
to recover, but rather in the organization of a uniform 
system that will prevent future misunderstandings at the 
same time it ferrets out the occasional cases of official dis- 
honesty.

The city solicitor has given an opinion 
to the city council that there is a real 
liability- on the part of the city, since 
the water supply was not properly pro- 
tected. Under that status the damages 
claimed in suits already filed foot up 
$420,000. 


- The question of the measure of dam- 


-ages in cases like this include an im- 
mense, amount of detail, such as the 
question whether money spent by the 
people in buying fuel to boil the water 
arid thus 'escape the disease ought to 
be recovered. It is asserted that such 
clait.. will be presented; but that may 
be a means of attempting to cast ridi- 
cule on the movement. Tha matter has 
important phases. One is the vital issue 
of liability of the city if it fails to do 
its duty 
of protecting the 
people 


against epidemics of diseases that arc 
preventable. The other is the illustra- 
tion of the immense cost of this neg- 
, lect. 


That typhoid is preventable so far 


as such epidemics as this are concerned 
is now beyond dispute. 
Of course, a 


city cannot prevent people contracting 
infection elsewhere and bringing it to 
the city or 'from recklessly drinking 
frdrn polluted wells or using infected 
£.: milk. But those practices do not pro- 


dnce general epidemics such as cause 
73 deaths and 1500 ctscs in a city of 
Ottawa's size. It is plain that in such 
V case there is manifest neglect,, and 
there is no way so sore of preventing

The station was enabled this season 
through funds provided by sportsmen, 
to send an cxncdition to the Canadian 
northwest to study methods of increas- 
ing wild ducks and getting breeding 
stock for experimental purposes. 
The 


expedition was in charge of State'Orni- 
thologist Herbert K. Job, assisted by 
his son. George C. Job, of the junior 
class at Yale,.and 'other hulp. 


Most species of wild ducks have not 


been pemmdcd to breed under restraint, 
but it has 
been 
believod that they 


would do so if stock could be secured 
that was hand-reared from the egg and 
had never learned wild ways. Mr. Job 
established a camp on the shore of Lake 
Manitoba. Wild ducks' eggs were col- 
lected in the eurroimdinc wilderness, 
and hatched out in incubators. Twelve 
species of wild ducks nest in that re- 
gion, and eggs of young of all these 
were secured. 


In the majority of cases every egg 


hatched. 
The average for the season 


was 82 per cent., far better than poul- 
try men ofteu attain. 
Most of 
the 


young, except of two 'maritime species 
—the white-winged 
scooter 
and the 


ruddy duck—were 
reared with littlo 


loss.

CAUSE ALONE 
VITAL 


•Louisville, Ky., Oct. 17.—Albert J 
lieveridge, former senator from Indiana 
brought to Kentucky last night, Col- 
onel Roosevelt's message to the nation 
dictated from the colonel's sick bed in 
Mercy hospital,'Chicago. 


"U mutters little about me," Colone 


Roosevelt told Mr. Bevtridge, "but it 
matters all about the cause we fight 
for. 
If one soldier who happens to 


carry the flag is stricken, another will 
take it from his hands and carry it on. 


"You know that personally I did not 


want ever to be a candidate for office 
again," the messnge from the stricken 
ex-President continues. "And you know 
that only the call such as came to the 
men of the sixties made me answer it 
in our day as they did more nobly in 
their day." 


Speaks for the Colonel. 


Colonel Roosevelt was scheduled to 


speak in Louisville lastnight. 
After 


having been shot in Milwaukee, he can- 
celed all his engagements, but insisted 
that the address he was to have made 
in Louisville be delivered. 
He called 


on Senator Beveridge to speak in his 
stead. 


"And now, as then, it is not import- 


ant whether one leader * lives or dies," 
continues the message, "it .is important 
only that the cause shall live and win. 
Tell the people not to worry about me; 
for if I go down another -will take my 
place. For always the army is there 
Always the causo is there and it is the 
cause for whith the people 
It is the people's cause." 


"This is his message to all his coun- 


trymen," Senator Beveridge said: "He 
gave it clearly and calmly; not reck- 
lessly, nor with fever; not in tho heat 
of battle; not in bitterness, nor yet in 
self-pride, but -with cool mind aud kind- 
ly heart. . This is his word to all, even 
to those whom the powers of darkness 
have made to see and act darkly." 


Sees Two Mighty Greeds. 


"He bade me put it thus to the peo- 


ple," 
continued Mr. • Beveridge, 
"we 


stand between two mighty greeds—the 
greed of those who have and the greed 
.of those who have not. We found the 
party to -winch all just men and women, 
•ich" aud poor, who want only justice 
can belong." 


The colonel's message continues: "We 


here in America hold in our hands the 
late of the coming years and shame ant 
disgrace will be ours if in our eyes the 
light of high resolve is dimmed, if we 
trail in the dust of the golden hopes 
of men." 
rColonel Roosevelt last night would 


have put to Mr. Wilson," continued Mr 
Beveridge, "the questions about to fol 
low, none of which was devised b; 
Colonel Roosevelt, but all of which wer 
written and sent to the colonel by the 
head waiter of a hotel. 


"In forwarding these questions this 


man said that the people were confused 
as to Governor Wilson's position on the 
trust question and on what his attitude 
hr.s been toward the trusts while gov- 
ernor of JTew Jersey.

' " 'Arc not all the powers of the Stand- 
ard Oil and similar monopolies confer- 
red by the laws of Xew Jersey?' • 


"'Could not these powers be curtailed 


bv amendments to 
the Xcw Jersey 


laws?' 
"'Why has not Mr. Wilson as gov- 


ernor of New Jersey not recommended 
such amendments?' 


Quoting Colonel Roosevelt, Mr. Bev- 
| cridge continued:

''In his inaugural address, Mr. V.'ilson 


explicitly said that New Jersey had 
brought discredit upon herself by fail- 
ure to act as to the trusts, that she 
ought to act. not only as regards new 
trusts, but as regards the old trusts al- 
ready existing. He has again and again 
explicitly stated that the question of 
the trusts is primarily a question for 
the state's themselves, and of course 
there are ten times as many trusts and 
ton -times as important trust* and in;

Attack Enemies Along Bulgarian and 


Servian Frontiers. 


Constantinople, Oct. 
IT.—Hostilities 


were opened at half past two this morn- 
ing by ^he Turkish troops at various 
points on the Bulgarian and 
Servian 


frontiers. The divisions of the Turkish 
army were ' ordered to make a simul- 
taneous forward movement. 


In giving the order for a general ad- 


vance the Ottoman war minister men- 
tioned only that the mpvement was to 
be made against the frontiers of Bul- 
garia and Servia. There is a powerful 
Turkish army concentrated near the 
Greek frontier, but this has not yet been 
put into motion. 


The Ottoman government this morn- 


ing handed the Servian and Bulgarian 
ministers here their passports, and they 
will leave immediately. 


A note addressed by the Turkish gov- 


ernment this morning to the Bulgarian 
and Servian legations here said it was 
impossible to maintain peace any longer 
notwithstanding that it was the ardent 
desire of the Porte to do so. It wes 
therefore obliged to put an end to the 
missions of the Bulgarian and Servian 
legations, and the diplomats were in- 
vited to withdraw their passports and 
leave Constantinople at the earliest mo- 
ment. 
The note stated that the step 


was taken in consequence of the recent 
note handed in to the Turkish govern- 
ment by the Balkan states, which Tur- 
key considered constituted an interfer- 
ence with her internal affairs. A second 
factor was the mobilization undertaken 
by Servia and Bulgaria, and the third 
reason was the daity skirmishes on the 
frontier. 
f
